On Nov. 2, 2005, the Cincinnati Reds 
announced that the controlling interest in 
the club would be acquired by a group of 
Cincinnatians led by Robert H. Castellini, 
Chairman of Castellini Company. 


Other members of the group acquiring 
the controlling interest include Thomas 


L. Williams and W. Joseph Williams, Jr., 


President and Chairman, respectively, 
of Cincinnati based North American 
Properties. 


The sale of the club was completed on 
Jan. 19, 2006, and Mr. Castellini assumed 
control of the Club as its Chief Executive 
Officer. 


Mr. Castellini has been involved in Major 
League Baseball for close to 40 years. His 
involvement included a minor interest in 
the Cincinnati Reds as part of the Williams 
family ownership until that interest was 
sold in 1984. He became a partner in the 
Texas Rangers in 1989 and the Baltimore 
Orioles in 1993. From 1995 until 2006 Mr. 
Castellini was an investor in the St. Louis 
Cardinals. His interest in the Cardinals was 
sold as a condition of his acquisition of the 
Cincinnati Reds. 


Mr. Castellini has been the Chairman 
of Castellini Group of Companies since 
1992, following tenures as Executive Vice 
President from 1967-1970 and President 
from 1970-1992. The Castellini Company 
businesses include perishable distribution, 
food processing, public warehousing, 
transportation logistics and leasing. 


In 1963, he graduated from Georgetown 


University with a degree in economics and

after two years as an officer in the U.S. 
Army he received his MBA from Wharton 
Graduate School in 1967. 


Mr. Castellini is very active in the Cincinnati 
community. He served as a member of the 
Board of Trustees for Xavier University as 
well as Chairman of Xavier’s Development 
Committee, member and Past President 
of the Cincinnati

How did the Reds get a starting pitching 


rotation that is among the best in baseball? 


All it took was four trades, a free-agent 
signing and a bit of coaching and development 
on the big league level. And, voila, the Reds 
can run out a rotation that's regarded by 
many as the best in the National League 
Central and the strength of a team that Is 
poised to get the Reds back into contention. 


The first step in building the rotation was 
the realization that the previous efforts, 
i.e., drafting and developing starters, had not 
worked as well as planned. 


“We looked at how we've developed pitching 
in the minor leagues over the course of time,” 
general manager Nick Krall said. “We've 
struggled to develop starters except for one 
here and one there. That’s one of the reasons 
we made changes in the Minor Leagues and 
the big leagues as far as pitching.” 


But those changes aren’t going to help the 
Reds in the near term, so the front office 
went about adding arms. They traded for 
Sonny Gray on Jan. 21 of last year. They 
traded for Trevor Bauer at the trade deadline 
last season. And they signed free-agent 
Wade Miley in the offseason. 


Add those to holdovers Anthony DeSclafani 
and Luis Castillo, acquired in previous trades, 
and you have five viable starters—including 
three—Gray, Castillo and Bauer—who are 
considered top-of-the-rotation pitchers. 


The only nit you can pick with the rotation 
is the Reds don’t have an established No. 1 
starter. But for the first time since the early 
1990s, the Reds went into Spring Training 


with three good choices for an ace. 


“We have good options,” pitching coach 
Derek Johnson said. “I think the No. 1 
starter thing is very, very overrated in 
Major League Baseball because when 
you're on a rotation, there may be a 
game where your No. 1 is facing their 
No. 5 and vice versa. I’m not sure that 
past off days you can match up the 
way you want to. It is what it is. 


“So in my mind, having those three guys, you 
do feel like you're throwing a No. 1 against 
whomever they’re throwing.” 


And there’s no great drop after the top three. 
DeSclafani went 9-9 with a 3.89 ERA last 
year, and Miley went 14-6 with a 3.98 ERA 


for Houston a year ago. 


“The depth is good when you've got a guy like 
Wade Miley, and you’ve got a guy like Disco, 
who pitches up a level from a traditional 
No. 4 or 5,” Johnson said. “You've got Tyler 
Mahle as that other piece and is starting to 
look really good.” 


The Reds hope to overcome that lack of a 
proven No. 1 starter with depth. 


“Shoot, you’d take five No. 1 starters any 
time of the week,” Krall said. “You'd love for 
that to happen. That would be the best-case 
scenario. The more good starting pitching 
you have, the more depth options you have. 
The more quality pitching you have, the 
better you're going to be.” 


Again, the Reds were forced to go the 
trade route because the draft-and-develop 
approach didn’t work. The Reds tried, using 
first round picks on Robert Stephenson 
(2011), Nick Travieso (2012) and Nick 
Howard (2014). Travieso and Howard didn't 
break through to the majors. Stephenson 
didn’t thrive in the big leagues until he was 
converted to a reliever. 


The same is true of Raisel Iglesias, who signed 


out of Cuba. 


The Reds have had better luck developing 
position players — some of whom were traded 
to get the current starters. Top prospect 
Taylor Trammell was key to the three-team 
deal that brought Bauer from Cleveland. 
Shed Long landed Gray from the New 
York Yankees. 
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BAUER, 29: The year he put up for 
Cleveland in 2018 when he went 12-6 with a 
2.21 ERA is best of any of the five. 


Bauer struggled after the trade going 2-5 
with a 6.39 in 10 starts for the Reds, but 
he was dealing with strained ligaments in his 
ankle. He still managed to pitch a career-high 
213 innings and strike out a career-high 257. 


His high 90s fastball and five-pitch mix 
make him especially effective as a starter. 
He expects better results after working on 
things in the offseason. 


“I took like a week and a half off, got back 
to work, started spending time in the gym,” 
he said. “Spent time throwing. Worked on 
command, velocity. | had a good offseason. 
It went really well. I’m excited with where | 
am right now.”

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CASTILLO, 27: The Reds got Castillo in a 
steal of a trade. They sent Dan Straily to the 
Miami Marlins on Jan. 19, 2017. Castillo had 
a live arm — he throws up to 99 mph - and 
a devastating change-up, but he had not had 
much big-league success until last year. 


He went 15-8 with a 3.40 ERA and made 
his first All-Star team in 2019. He struck 
out 226 batters in 190 2/3 innings. That’s 
a rate of 10.57 per innings, the top rate in 
Reds history for a pitcher with more than 125 
innings. His change-up was rated the best in 
the National League in Baseball America’s 
manager survey. 


The hope is that Castillo can take the 
next step in 2020 and sustain the type of 
dominance he showed in the first half of the 
season when he went 8-3 with 2.29 ERA. 
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DESCLAFANI, 30: He was obtained for 
Mat Latos on Dec. 11, 2014. Disco went 9-13 
with a 4.05 ERA in 31 starts in 2015. He 
struggled with injuries the next two seasons, 
limiting him to 20 starts in 16 and 21 in 17. 
A strained oblique during Spring Training in 
"16 cost him a chance to start Opening Day. 

His 2019 season was overshadowed 
by the numbers Castillo and Gray put 
up, but DeSclafani’s WAR (Wins Above 


Replacement) of 2.6 was fourth on the team 
behind Gray, Eugenio Suarez and Castillo. 
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GRAY, 30: He is coming off the best year of 
the five. He went 11-8 with a 2.87 ERA. He 
made the All-Star team and was given the 
Johnny Vander Meer Award as the top Reds 
pitcher. He finished seventh in the NL Cy 
Young Award vote. 


He was 8-3 with a 1.99 ERA over his last 
15 starts. He went 4-0 with a 0.74 ERA 
in an August that also included a 23-inning 
scoreless streak. 


Gray did all that despite pitching much 
of the year with loose bodies in his elbow. 
Those were removed surgically after the 
season. That showed during the start of 
Spring Training in February. 


“He's in a great spot,” manager David Bell 
said. "He's healthy. He's very, very confident. 
He's throwing like it's midseason. He threw 
a live BP, it was ‘wow!’ He had a great year 
last year, but this time last year he was a 
little uncertain with how he was feeling. He 
feels healthy. It's showing. Everything is free 
and easy."

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MILEY, 33: He’s the only left-hander among 
the five starters and the most veteran. He 
made the All-Star team in 2012 as a rookie 
with the Arizona Diamondbacks. He is 
85-82 with a 4.23 ERA over 249 games in 
the big leagues. 


His signing reunites him with Johnson, whom 


Miley pitched for in Milwaukee in 2018. 


Miley went 5-2 with a 2.57 ERA in 16 starts 


for the Brewers. 


“We hit it off in Milwaukee for whatever 
reason,” Miley said. “The way he 
communicates. Just the way he gets things 
across to me and the way he picks things 
out to me in my delivery. He kind of lets 
me be me as opposed to trying to change 
everything. He lets me be me and | think he 
does that with a lot of guys. | think that’s why 
he’s had a lot of success in his first couple 
of years.” 
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Being part of good rotation has a way of 
propelling each starter. 


“| think we all want to be the best,” Gray said. 
“I think we really do, knowing that doing that 
we're going to make the guy to the left of us 
and the guy to the right of us, whoever it may 
be, a little better. That’s it—just continuously 
reinforcing each other with a little bit of 


pressure, but in a good way, a friendly, good- 


competition way. We're so talented. It’s fun. 
We've been learning so much from each 
other. It’s been fun so far. 


“We have a close group for sure.” 
Bauer echoed that. 
“It definitely helps,” he said. “It’s a 


competition. Watching one guy go out there 
and dominate 1) makes you go out and do 


the same, and 2) gives you a pretty good 
scouting report on the team we're facing. 
Outside of the obvious of having a very good 
chance of winning, you end up with healthy 
competition and idea-sharing.” 


Bauer is as cerebral a pitcher as there Is in 
baseball. He’s a student of analytics. He 
knows the ins and outs of spin rate and the 
like. But he also can learn from watching 
his rotation-mates. He’s studied Castillo’s 
change-up, for instance. 


“There are some pitches you can pick up and 

throw,” Bauer said. “There are other pitches 
you can’t because of how your arm angle 
works or whatever. | try to learn principles 
from people—how they use certain pitches 
and what makes a pitch so good metrically. 
| try to apply that to me as well.” 


Castillo likewise can learn from Bauer and Co.

Because the starters came up in different 
organizations, they learned to pitch different 
ways. They also have different repertoires. 


“Their styles are pretty different,” Johnson 
said. “You've got one with a great change-up. 
You've got two others with two good breaking 
balls. You’ve got one guy who throws his 
fastball a little bit differently. Luis’ fastball is 
a little different. In my mind, there’s enough 
of a difference that there’s never going to 
be the same look at any different time back- 
to-back.” 


Developing starting pitching has always been 
more difficult for the Reds as an organization. 
That’s been true most of the 151-year 
history of the franchise. Consider this: The 
top eight players in terms of WAR in team 
history are all position players. But recent 
history shows that a strong rotation equates 
toa strong team. 


“It helps a lot if you truly believe you have a 

chance to win every game,” Bell said. “One 
common characteristic of a good team— 
whether they like each other or not—they 
believe in each other. When you have a 
starting rotation that you believe in, that’s 
going to give you a chance to win every 
night, that’s just extra motivation to give 
everything you have to go out and win 
a game. 


“Not only are they a good rotation individually. 
They compete. They help each other. Trevor 
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Bauer has been really good about that. 
They’re like a team within a team. You see 
that with the best rotations.” 


The last really good Reds team was the 2012 
team that won 97 games. That year, none of 
the five starters—Johnny Cueto, Mat Latos, 
Bronson Arroyo, Homer Bailey and Mike 


Leake—missed a start. 


This year’s group compares well with 
that group. 


Again, this rotation was built through trade. 
Last season, Mahle was the only homegrown 
pitcher to make a start. The trades look good 
—Latos for DeSclafani and Straily for Castillo 
are steals, in fact—but some of the credit 
needs to go to Johnson. Gray, Castillo and 
DeSclafani all took steps forward under him. 


“We had some guys on this club that turned 


around and took steps forward last year,” 


Krall said. “When you look at Castillo and 
compare what he did two years ago to last 
year. When you look at Disco, what he 
did two years ago to what he did last year 
and in the second half of last year and the 
adjustments he made.” 


Krall and president of baseball operations 
Dick Williams have been active since 
they took over the team. The plan wasn’t 
specifically designed to build the rotation. It 
just happened that way. 


“The goal is to build the best team possible,” 


Krall said. “You have to have a team that’s 
a good pitching team to win championships. 
Putting together a rotation is the first step 
to building a great staff.” 


The Reds have done just that, but what will 
happen is more up in the air this season than 
any other. This year presents new challenges 
for the pitching staff (and all players) with 
the delayed start to a drastically shortened 
season. But the Reds have been doing their 
part to stay ready. 


Living in Nashville, Gray was able to work 
with Curt Casali, one of his battery mates, 
and pitching coach Derek Johnson who also 


both reside in the Music City. 


For Bauer, his typical offseason is three 
and a half months. After a little downtime 
following the season, he starts working out in 
November and continues all the way up until 
Spring Training. With the season beginning 
well into the summer, he had another full 
offseason to prepare in which he kept busy 
working out and throwing live at-bats of up 


to 60-70 pitches. 


“I started with the strength phases in the 
weight room to get as strong as possible and 
put on some muscle mass,” he said. “Then 
| transitioned to a power phase in early 
June and then finally switched to the speed 
phase in the final two to three weeks during 
another Spring Training that led into the 
season. | feel stronger and more capable as 
an athlete.” 


Now with baseball back, the Reds are 
confident they have the team to compete for 
a championship. And in a unique, abbreviated 
season where pitching is expected to be 
ahead of the hitting, the starting staff 
assembled by the Reds is an asset they hope 
to ride into the postseason. ZA

VASCEPA is a prescription medicine used along with certain medicines 
(statins) to reduce the risk of heart attack, stroke and certain

Fred Hutchinson was a popular and successful manager 
of the Cincinnati Reds. Hutch’s466 managerial victories 
and .543 winning percentage rank him among the 
best managers ever to wear a Cincinnati uniform. 
The Reds exceeded the 90-win mark in three of his six 
seasons at the helm, and in 1961 they took the National 
League pennant. 


But the joy of a first-place finish was matched only 
three years later by the sadness of Hutch’s illness and 
early death. The courage, class and determination that 
Fred exemplified all his life were all the more evident 
during his battle with cancer. Hutch stepped down as 
Reds manager in 1964, and he died that November. 


Today, Hutchinson’s legacy lives on in the world- 
renowned Cancer Research Center that bears 
his name, and in The Hutch Award. It is given 
annually to a Major League ballplayer who “best 
exemplifies the character and fighting spirit of the 
late Fred Hutchinson...who overcomes any form of 
adversity.” Past winners include Ray Knight, Ron 
Oester, Eric Davis, Bobby Tolan, Johnny Bench and 


Sean Casey.

George “Sparky” Anderson was inducted into the Reds 
Hall of Fame on June 3, 2000. In July of that summer, 
he was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown. 


Anderson was named National League Manager of 
the Year in 1972 and American League Manager of the 
Year in 1984 and ‘87. He went 2,194-1,834 (.545) in 26 
Major League seasons with the Reds and Tigers. From 
1970-78 he led the legendary Big Red Machine to an 
863-586 record (.596), five NL West Division titles, 
four pennants and two World Series championships. 
His ‘75 and ‘76 teams combined to go 210-114 (.629) 
and became the first NL franchise in 54 years to win 
consecutive world championships. He is the Reds’ 
all-time leader in victories (863) and winning 
percentage (.596). 


When he won the 1984 World Series with the Tigers, 
Anderson became the first of only two managers to 
win a World Series in both leagues (Tony LaRussa, 1989 
A’s & 2006 Cardinals). Anderson’s 2,194 career victories 
during his 26 Major League seasons is the fourth- 
highest total in history behind Connie Mack (3,731), 
John McGraw (2,763) and Tony LaRussa (2,297). He is 
one of only five managers to participate in 4,000 games 
(4,030), including Mack (7,755), McGraw (4,769), Bucky 
Harris (4,408) and LaRussa (4,286).

Cincinnati’s uniform No. 5 belongs to perhaps the 
greatest catcher to ever play in the Major Leagues. 
The standard by which all other catchers are measured, 
Johnny Bench ended his storied 17-year career in 1983 
after earning two MVP Awards, 10 Gold Gloves and 14 
trips to the All-Star Game. He was inducted into the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1989. 


Bench began his career with a bang, earning Rookie 
of the Year honors in 1968. Able to control a game on 
both sides of the plate, he ended his career with a .267 
average and 389 homers (327 as a catcher, which at the 
time stood as a record for NL backstops). He twice led 
the league in home runs (in 1970 with 45 and in 1972 
with 40) and three times led the NL in RBIs (1970 with 
148, 1972 with 125, and 1974 with 129). 


On the Reds’ all-time batting list, Bench ranks first 
in homers and RBls (1,376), second in extra-base hits 
(794) and total bases (3,644), fourth in runs scored 
(1,091) and doubles (381) and fifth in hits (2,048).

Barry Larkin was a 12-time National League All-Star, 
five times was voted to the All-Star Game’s starting 
lineup, nine times was named to The Sporting News’ 
NL All-Star Team and three times was named to The 
Associated Press’ Major League All-Star Team. In 1995 
he was the National League’s Most Valuable Player and 
four times was the Reds’ regular-season Most Valuable 
Player, including their 1990 World Series championship 
season. He won nine Louisville Silver Slugger Awards 
and three Rawlings Gold Glove Awards. 


The Reds’ captain from 1997 through his final seasonin 
2004, Larkin finished his 19-year career with a batting 
average of .295 in 2,180 games and nine times hit at 
least .300. He is the only shortstop in Major League 
history with at least 2,300 hits, 190 home runs and 370 
stolen bases. In 1996 he became the first shortstop 
in Major League history to produce 30 homers and 30 
steals in the same season. In 2008 he was inducted 
into the Reds Hall of Fame, and in 2012 Larkin became 
the third player and fifth Greater Cincinnati native 
inducted to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 
Cooperstown but the first voted in by the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America.

Joe Morgan, a 10-time All-Star and five-time Gold 
Glove second baseman, was elected to the Reds Hall of 
Fame in 1987 and the National Baseball Hall of Fame 
in 1990. A two-time MVP Award winner, Morgan spent 
eight seasons with the Reds from 1972-79 during the 
glory days of the Big Red Machine. 


He was named the NL’s Most Valuable Player in 1975, 
when he guided the Reds to a World Series victory 
over the Boston Red Sox. Morgan batted .327 with 67 
stolen bases that season. He turned the trick again in 
1976 when he received National League MVP honors 
as the Reds roared to their second straight World 
Series Championship with a four-game sweep of the 
New York Yankees. Morgan batted .320 in 1976, with 
60 stolen bases. 


Morgan is the Reds’ all-time stolen-base leader (406), 
and his 266 home runs as a second baseman rank 
third in baseball history behind Jeff Kent and Ryne 
Sandberg. He finished his 22-year professional career 
with 268 homers, 1,133 RBls and 689 stolen bases for 
the Astros, Reds, Giants, Phillies and Athletics.

As the starting shortstop on the Big Red Machine, 
David Concepcion was the defensive anchor of a club 
that from 1970-78 went 863-586 (.596) and won five 
National League West Division titles, four pennants 
and two World Series championships. The ‘75 and ‘76 
Reds combined to go 210-114 (.629) and became the 
NU’s first franchise in 54 years to win consecutive World 
Series titles. 


With 8,723 at bats in 2,488 games Concepcion ranks 
second in club history in both categories behind Pete 
Rose. Since 1900, he ranks among the franchise’s all- 
time leaders in hits (2,326; 3rd), doubles (389; 3rd), 
stolen bases (321; 3rd), run scored (993; 5th), total 
bases (3,114; 5th) and RBIs (950; 6th). He was a nine- 
time National League All-Star, fourth-most in club 
history (Bench 14, Rose 13, Larkin 12), and his five 
Rawlings Gold Glove Awards are second only to Bench’s 
10 Gold Gloves. He was the Most Valuable Player of the 
1982 All-Star Game, three times was a The Sporting 
News All-Star and twice won Louisville Slugger Silver 
Slugger Awards (1981, 1982). He was voted the Reds’ 
MVP in 1981. Concepcion was named team captain 
in 1983.

Frank Robinson, a 12-time All-Star, was elected to the 
Reds Hall of Fame in 1978 and the National Baseball 
Hall of Fame in 1982. 


Robinson began his professional career in Cincinnati 
and spent 10 Major League seasons in a Reds uniform. 
While playing for the Reds from 1956 to 1965, 
Robinson belted 30 or more homers in seven of his 10 
seasons, including a rookie record of 38 while winning 
the National League’s Rookie of the Year Award 
in 1956. In 1961 Robinson was named the National 
League’s Most Valuable Player after hitting .323 with 
37 homers and 124 RBIs while helping guide the Reds 
to their first World Series appearance in 21 years. 


Robinson—who played for the Reds, Orioles, Dodgers, 
Angels and Indians—ranks among baseball’s all-time 
leaders with 586 home runs (6th), 5,373 total bases 
(1th), 1,829 runs (13th), 1,812 RBls (17th), 2,808 
games (19th), 10,006 at-bats (23rd), 2,943 hits (29th) 
and 528 doubles (29th).

In a weekend celebration in June 2016, Pete Rose 
was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame while his 14 
became the 11th uniform number to be retired by the 
club. The Cincinnati native played for the Reds from 
1963-1978 and again from 1984-86 and still ranks as 
the franchise’s all-time leader in games (2,722), plate 
appearances (12,344), runs (1,/41), hits (3,358), 
singles (2,490), doubles (601), total bases (4,645) 
and walks (1,210). His 4,256 career hits are the most 
in Major League history. Rose was a 17-time National 
League All-Star, including 13 times while playing for 
Cincinnati. He was the 1963 Rookie of the Year, 1973 
Most Valuable Player, a three-time batting champion 
and two-time Rawlings Gold Glove Award winner. 
In 1975 and 1976, Rose captained the Big Red 
Machine to World Series championships over the 
Yankees and Red Sox and in ‘76 was named the Fall 
Classic’s MVP. His 44-game hitting streak in 1978 is 
still tied for the second-longest single season streak in 


Major League history.

The heart and soul of Cincinnati’s Big Red Machine 
World Series championship teams of 1975 and 1976, 
Tony Perez was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame 
in August 1998 and into the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame in July 2000. He was the third member of the 
Big Red Machine elected to the Cooperstown Hall, 
joining catcher Johnny Bench (1989) and second 
baseman Joe Morgan (1990). A seven-time All-Star 
and MVP of the 1967 All-Star Game, Perez appeared 
in five World Series and six League Championship 
Series. His 1,652 RBls are the second-most among 
players from Latin America, and he ranks among 
baseball’s all-time leaders in RBls, games, at-bats, 
doubles, hits and home runs. He ranks among the 
Reds all-time leaders in RBls (1192, 2nd), home runs 
(287, 3rd), total bases (3246, 4th), games (1948, 
Sth), at-bats (6846, 5th), hits (1934, Sth), extra- 
base hits (682, 5th) and doubles (339, 6th). He 
played 23 seasons from 1964-86 for the Reds, Expos, 
Red Sox and Phillies. During the 10-year span from 
1967-76 he led all Major Leaguers with 1,028 RBIs.

Ted Kluszewski, a four-time All-Star, was elected to the 
Reds Hall of Fame in 1962. Following an 11-year career 
with the Reds, he was noted as the greatest left-handed 
slugger and one of the best fielding first basemen in 
club history. 


From 1947 to 1957, Big Klu hit 251 homers for the 
Reds, including 49 in 1954 to lead the National League. 
His 141 RBls that season also led the league, and both 
tallies are club records for left-handers. Kluszewski 
also led the National League for five straight seasons in 


fielding from 1951-55. 


He finished his 15-year big league career with a .298 
batting average, 279 homers and 1,028 RBls while 
playing for the Reds, Pirates, White Sox and Angels. 
Kluszewski, who also served the Reds as a coach from 
1970-’78, had his uniform No. 18 officially retired on

Eighty-five years ago, on May 24, 1935, Paul Derringer was the starting pitcher in one of the most 
historic games in Major League history. It was on that night, that Cincinnati’s Crosley Field played 
host to Major League Baseball’s first night game. Derringer limited the Philadelphia Phillies to six hits 
and one run in a complete game, 2-1, victory. Five years after starting that historic contest, Derringer 
clinched the 1940 world championship for the Reds, limiting the Detroit Tigers to seven hits and one 
run in another complete game, 2-1, Reds victory. A six-time All-Star, Derringer pitched for the Reds 
from 1933-1942 and, in 1958, was one of the five Reds greats who comprised the Reds Hall of Fame’s 


inaugural induction class. 


JUNE HAL MORRIS 

A tribute to the 30th anniversary of the Reds’ 1990 world championship, this bobblehead replicates 
the moment when Hal Morris drove in the winning run in the Reds’, 2-1, world championship- 
clinching victory over the A’s in Game 4 of the World Series. Acquired in a trade with the Yankees on 
December 12, 1989, Morris hit .340 in 107 games for the Reds in 1990 and finished third in voting for 
the National League Rookie of the Year Award. A Red from 1990-1997 and again from 1999-2000, 
Morris’s lifetime .305 average in a Reds uniform has been exceeded by only 12 players in franchise 
history and his .307 cumulative mark in the 1990s paced all Reds hitters in the decade. 


JULY // GLENN BRAGGS 


In the 30th anniversary year of the Reds’ unforgettable wire-to-wire world championship season, this 
bobblehead captures one of the most important catches in Reds history. In the top of the ninth inning 
of Game 6 of the 1990 National League Championship Series at Riverfront Stadium, the Reds held 
a 2-1 lead over the Pirates. Randy Myers was on the mound with one out and a runner on first when 
Carmelo Martinez belted a long fly ball to deep right field. Glenn Braggs drifted back and made a 
leaping catch over the wall that took a home run away from Martinez and preserved the Reds’ lead. 
Myers struck out the next Pirates batter and the Reds were National League champions. 


AUGUST EDD ROUSH 

From his first full season with the Reds in 1917 through 1926, center fielder Edd Roush was the Reds’ 
biggest star. Roush topped the National League in batting in 1917 and won a second betting crown 
during the Reds’ 1919 world championship season. At the time his playing career came to an end, 
Roush ranked second in franchise history in hits and at-bats, and his .331 average as a Red is still the 
second-highest in franchise history. Roush was voted into the Reds Hall of Fame in 1960 and two 
years later, he became the first player inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame as a Cincinnati 
Red. In 1969, as part of baseball’s centennial celebration, an all-century Reds team was selected that 
named Roush as the starting center fielder and the club’s greatest overall player. 


SEPTEMBER /) TONY PEREZ 


One of the most popular players in Reds history, Tony Perez was one of the greatest clutch hitters and 
run producers of his era and helped lead the Big Red Machine to consecutive world championships in 
1975 and 1976. Perez’s ability to drive in runs came to define his career. He averaged more than 100 
RBls per season from 1970 to 1976, achieving a career high with 129 for the 1970 Reds team that won 
the National League pennant. Perhaps his most important RBls came in Game 7 of the 1975 World 
Series when his two-run home run helped propel the Reds to a 4-3, come-from-behind victory. A 
seven-time All-Star during his Reds career, Perez returned to the club after his retirement and was a 
key member of the coaching staff that helped guide the 1990 Reds to a world championship. Perez 
was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame in 1998. Two years later, he was inducted into the National 
Baseball Hall of Fame and had his uniform #24 retired by the Reds. In 2015, a statue of Perez was 


installed at the entrance to Great American Ball Park.

It is difficult to imagine that there was ever 
a time that Marty Brennaman was not a 
household name in Reds Country, but that 
was indeed the case when he was chosen over 
200 some other applicants to replace Al 
Michaels in the Reds radio booth in January 
1974. The local press offered details of his 
decorated broadcasting career in Virginia 
covering minor league baseball, ABA and 
college basketball, but few if any Reds fans 
had ever heard of him. It is likely that no 
one in the Reds organization had heard of 
him until the general manager of the minor 
league team Marty covered recommended 
him to Reds executive Dick Wagner at the 
winter meetings in December 1973. Wagner 
contacted Marty and asked him to send 
over some tapes of his broadcasts. Forty- 
six seasons later, Marty Brennaman called 
his last Reds game, retiring as the longest- 
tenured and most lauded broadcaster in 
franchise history. 


While Marty’s nearly half-century behind 
the microphone certainly speaks to his 
impeccable talent at his chosen craft, it also 
speaks toaconstancy thatistrulyrarein sports. 
In an industry defined by change, Marty 
was an exception. Managers and coaches 
are hired with the widely acknowledged 
certainty that someday they will be fired. 
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Players arrive and depart in a_never- 
ending cycle that moves at a dizzying pace. 
Ownership groups come and go as do 
ballparks and stadiums. Uniforms change. 
Teams move to different cities. The list goes 
on and on. It is much easier to highlight all 
the changes in sports than it is to identify 
constants. For nearly 50 years, Marty 
Brennaman was a constant. One thing every 
Reds fan could count on, year in and year 
out, was the voice of Marty Brennaman 
describing Reds baseball on the radio. 


This is not to say that the Marty of 2019 
was the same Marty that enjoyed such an 
auspicious regular season debut, calling 
Hank Aaron’s 714th home run in one of the 
most exciting and historic Reds Opening 
Day games ever played. That Marty was 
decidedly a homer. A “cheerleader” who 
referred to “we” when describing a Reds win 
or loss. These traits are generally associated 
with Marty’s long-time broadcast partner 
and dear friend, Joe Nuxhall, the Reds Hall 
of Fame pitcher who shared the booth with 
Marty for 31 seasons. Joe regularly talked 
of the Reds’ fortunes in terms of “we” and 
“us” in part because the Hamilton, Ohio- 
born former pitcher had been a uniformed 
member of the team for 15 seasons and 
had transitioned straight from the field to 
the broadcast booth during spring training 
in 1967. But, at the start, Marty was a 
cheerleader too and in those early seasons he 
had a great deal to cheer about. 


By the time Marty arrived, the Reds of the 
1970s had established themselves as one of 
the best teams in baseball. But they were a 
great team that was quickly building a bad 
reputation for not being able to win it all. 
A pitching-bereft Reds team had fallen to 
the Orioles in five games in the 1970 World 
Series. The bottom fell out the next season 
when the club defended its NL pennant by 
posting its only losing record of the decade. 
This subpar performance convinced general 
manager Bob Howsam that major changes 
were needed, a conclusion that led to the 
seismic Joe Morgan trade that transformed 
the team. The re-tooled Reds reclaimed the 
NL crown in 1972 only to lose a hard-fought, 
seven-game World Series to Oakland. A 
dominant season in 1973 was capped off 
by a stunning upset loss to a Mets team in 
the NLCS that barely finished above .500 
during the regular season. And in Marty’s 
first season in the booth, the Reds won 
98 games but fell four games short of the 
Dodgers in the NL West. Five seasons 
into the new decade, despite the team’s 
enormous amount of success, the 1940 Reds 
remained the last Reds team to capture 
baseball’s ultimate prize. 
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All of that changed with authority in 1975 
when the Reds won 108 games and were 
the victors in one of the most famous World 
Series ever-played. It was a taut, drama- 
filled, seven-game struggle with the Boston 
Red Sox that not only gave the Reds the 
world championship that had been so 
frustratingly elusive, but that also helped 
make the Big Red Machine one of the most 
famous teams in all of sports. When the 
team defended its title with an even more 
dominant performance in the postseason 
in 1976, the Machine cemented its status 
as one of the best teams ever fielded. And 
Marty Brennaman was its radio voice, 
describing the exploits of baseball’s greatest 
team to millions of listeners throughout the 
vast Reds radio network. 


By the time the Big Red Machine had 
wrapped up its second straight championship, 
Marty’s signature “And this one belongs to 
the Reds!” declaration (the precise origins of 
which have been lost to history) at the end of 
Reds victories had become well established 
in the lexicon of every Reds fan. It might 
be said that the 1976 world championship 
represents the pinnacle of Reds history to 
date. But the fortunes of the team were 
about to change as one-by-one, the club was 
systematically dismantled, a process that 
ultimately led to the 101-loss season of 1982. 


From peak to valley, the decline occurred 
with disorienting speed. 


As the stalwarts of the great Reds teams 
of the decade moved on, Marty’s approach 
began to change as well. He still reveled in 
the drama of an outstanding play or game- 
winning hit or history-making achievement, 
but any suggestion of participation was 
eliminated. “We” and “us” were replaced by 
“they” and “them.” 


It was through this evolution that Marty 
evolved from being a great broadcaster to 
being a legend in the field. He was unique. 
No one was like him. He could be tough and 
brutally frank but he could always be trusted 
to be honest. And Reds fans knew it. His 
word carried enormous weight. The contrast 
between this transformed Marty and Joe, 
who maintained his “go-team” spirit, resulted 
in an almost perfect balance that was pure 
radio magic. Perhaps no greater example 
of Marty and Joe’s near-flawless symbiosis 
can be found than their call of Pete Rose’s 
4,192nd hit. 


The drama behind Pete’s pursuit of Ty 
Cobb’s all-time hit record had been the 
defining story of the 1985 season. As 
Pete methodically inched toward the 
magic number, the drama built. It is every 
broadcaster’s dream to be there for a historic 


moment and when Rose strode to the plate 
needing one hit to move past Cobb, Marty 
eloquently describes the scene at Riverfront 
Stadium and the tension in his voice ebbs 
and flows, pitch-by-pitch during the at-bat, 
until Rose swings and lines the ball to left- 
center field. It was a certain hit off the bat 
and Marty called it that way. With measured 
excitement, Marty describes the pitch, the 
swing, the flight of the ball, the record being 
broken ... and alongside his near perfect call 
are Joe’s exaltations of “There it is! There 
it is!” Under different circumstances, in 
the hands of other announcers, Joe-like 
spontaneous expressions of excitement may 
have detracted from the primary call but, in 
their hands, it works to perfection. So much 
so, that for the vast majority of Reds fans, it 
is impossible to think of Rose’s hit without 
also hearing the echo of Marty and Joe’s call. 
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And that is the ultimate testament to Marty’s 
legacy. He was behind the microphone for a 
staggering amount of Reds history. And it 
is through his voice that so many of those 
moments will forever be remembered. Try 
thinking of Tom Browning’s perfect game, 
the Reds clinching the pennant and World 
Series in 1990, Jay Bruce’s division-clinching 
home run in 2010, or any of a host of other 
moments in Reds history without hearing 
Marty’s voice when you do so. The moments 
certainly could and would have happened 
without him but his calls elevate and preserve 
them in a way that is transformative. Simply 
put, it’s what great broadcasters do. Would 
Bobby Thomson’s pennant-winning home 
run against the Dodgers in 1951 be looked 
back on with such veneration, would it have 
achieved its legendary status without Russ 
Hodges’ “The Giants win the pennant! The 
Giants win the pennant!” call? The Hodges 
call elevated the moment, and the event and 
the radio call of it will forever be inextricably 
linked. Think of the 1980 U.S. Olympic 
hockey team’s stunning upset of the Russians. 
Without question, the Miracle on Ice is 
one of the greatest sports moments of the 
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20th century but somehow Al Michaels’ 
“Do you believe in miracles?” question in the 
game's closing seconds infuses the event 
with even more meaning. For Reds fans, this 
has been the impact of so many of Marty’s 
calls. He might not have made the history 
or been responsible for the moment, but it 
would not have been the same without him. 


From “Marty Who?” to the prism through 
which 50 years of Reds baseball have 
unfolded, Marty Brennaman forged a career 
that is unprecedented in the history of the 
franchise. The Reds’ broadcasting history is 
a rich one. From Red Barber to Waite Hoyt 
to Joe Nuxhall, each of these remarkable 
broadcasters left an indelible imprint, but 
no broadcaster in Reds history combined 
popularity, tenure and influence quite the 


way Marty did. 


It has been said that Marty provided the 
soundtrack of summer in Cincinnati. Indeed 
he did. It is a soundtrack that will live on 
as long as the moments he described are 
celebrated, cherished and remembered. It is 


the soundtrack of history. 
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While the Big Red Machine clubs of the 1970s are rightly lauded as one of the greatest teams 
in all of baseball history, the Reds of the 1990s earned a special place in the hearts and minds 
of Reds Country as well. 


FROM THE WIRE-TO-WIRE WORLD SERIES CHAMPIONSHIP TO BEGIN THE 
DECADE TOTHE 1995 DIVISION CHAMPS AND THE MAGICAL RUN OF THE 1999 
SQUAD, THIS ERA OF REDS BASEBALL FEATURED A HOST OF LEGENDARY 
PLAYERS AND ICONIC CHARACTERS THAT FANS WILL NEVER FORGET. 


During voting on reds.com in April 2020, Reds fans had the opportunity to choose their own 


1990s Reds All-Decade Team to commemorate the teams and players from this special period. 


Elected to the National Baseball 


CASEY played for the Reds from 
1998-2005 and led the team in 
hitting six times. His 1999 season 
may have been the best of his 
career, leading the team with a 
.332 batting average and making 
his first All-Star team. One of the 
most popular players to ever wear 
a Reds uniform, he was nicknamed 


“The Mayor.” 


The first third-generation big 
leaguer played for the Reds from 
1994-1998. BOONE $s started 
at second base for the 1995 NL 
Central champion Reds. He earned 
his first All-Star nomination and 
Gold Glove Award in 1998. 
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Hall of Fame in 2012, LARKIN 
played all 19 of his big-league 
seasons with the Reds (1986- 
2004). The 12-time All-Star won 
nine Silver Sluggers, three Gold 
Gloves, the 1995 NL MVP and 
the 1990 World Series. The Reds 
retired his No. 11 in 2012. 


SABO played for the Reds from 
1988-93 and again in 1996. He 
was NL Rookie of the Year in 1988 
and an NL All-Star in 88, ’90 and 
"91. During the 1990 World Series 
championship season, he led the 
club in homers (25), doubles (38) 
and runs (95). Sabo also led the 


club in home runs in 1993. 


A Red from 1989-94 and again 
from ‘96-‘97, OLIVER cemented 
his name in team history when he 
delivered a walk-off base hit in 
Game 2 of the 1990 World Series. 
Also talented defensively, he led 
all NL catchers in games caught, 
putouts and range factor in 1992. 


SANDERS spent the first eight 
seasons of his 17-year Major 
League career with the Reds 
(1991-98). As an All-Star in 1995, 
he hit 28 home runs and led that 
NLCS-runner up squad in RBls 
(99), doubles (36) and on-base 
percentage (.397). 


A two-time All-Star, DAVIS spent 
nine of his 17 seasons with the 
Reds (1984-91, 1996). He won 
three Gold Glove Awards, two 
Silver Slugger Awards and had 
seven 20 home run/20 stolen base 
seasons, including the club’s first 


30/30 season in 1987. 


RIJO, a 1994 All-Star, spent 10 
of his 14 seasons in Cincinnati 
(1988-95, 2001-02). He is best 
remembered for his effort during 
the 1990 World Series where Rijo 
went 2-0 to earn MVP honors in 
the four-game sweep of the A's. 
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1990s ALL-DECADE TEAM 


An Ohio native, O'NEILL began 
his career with the Reds (1985-92) 
and started in right field for the 
1990 world champions. O’Neill 
made the first of his five career 
All-Star appearances in 1991 when 
he led the Reds in home runs (28), 
RBIs (91) and doubles (36). 


He threw the franchise’s only 
perfect game in 1988, but 
BROWNING also had a team- 
high 15 wins and 35 starts for the 
1990 World Series championship 
team. He pitched for the Reds 
from 1984-94 and ranks 12th on 
the club’s all-time wins list (123). 
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A member of the 1990 World 
Series champion Reds, JACKSON 
made Cincinnati one of his seven 
Major League stops (1988-90). 
He started Game 2 of the World 
Series against the A’s which the 
Reds won 5-4 en route to their 
four-game sweep. 


One of the three members of 


the “Nasty Boys” trio, DIBBLE 
pitched for the Reds from 1988- 
93. An All-Star in 1990 and 1991, 
Dibble earned co-NLCS MVP 
honors in 1990 and led that relief 
crew in games (68), ERA (1.74) 
and strikeouts (136). 
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BRANTLEY spent 14 seasons in 
the majors, playing for the Reds 
from 1994-97 where he posted a 
2.64 ERA. As Cincinnati’s closer 
in 1996, Brantley led the league 
in saves with 44 and earned the 
National League Rolaids Relief 
Man Award. 


GRAVES spent the majority of 
his 11-year Major League career 
with the Reds (1997-2005). He 
was a two-time All-Star and led 
the Reds in saves in five different 
seasons, finishing his Reds career 
as the franchise’s all-time saves 


leader (182). 


One of the three members of the 
“Nasty Boys” trio, CHARLTON 
pitched for Cincinnati from 1988- 
92 and again in 2000. In addition 
to playing a prominent role on the 
1990 team, Charlton was an All- 
Star in 1992. 


One of the three members of 
the “Nasty Boys” trio, MYERS 
pitched for Cincinnati in 1990-91. 
The 1990 All-Star won co-NLCS 
MVP that same season after 
converting all three of his save 
opportunities in the 4-2 series win 
over the Pirates.

JAPANESE STAR’S ARRIVAL TO CINCINNATI, SHOGO AKIYAMA 
IS ACCLIMATING TO LIFE AS A MAJOR LEAGUER AND EAGER 


TO LET HIS PLAY DO THE TALKING.

After several months of focusing on the 
impact of the COVID-19 pandemic on not 
only baseball but the world as a whole, it’s 
easy to forget arguably the biggest headline 
the Reds made in the offseason—signing the 
first Japanese player in franchise history. 


Although a signing had not occurred yet, the 
Reds had the apparatus in place to scout, 
evaluate and crosscheck a Japanese player. 


“A couple of years ago, we made the conscious 
decision to scout the Pacific Rim more 
aggressively,” said Reds president of baseball 
operations Dick Williams. “We knew at some 
point players would start coming out of there 
that were affordable that would be a good 
fit for us. 


“We put Rob Fidler, he’s based in Seattle, in 
charge of Pacific Rim scouting. He put area 
scouts in Japan and Korea to cover players. 
With the idea being, sooner or later, that 
players would come out that would be a fit. 
We weren't going to force it. There have 
been players we could’ve signed to say we 


signed a player.” 


Then the reports came that Shogo Akiyama 
was going to look at playing in the states 
when he became a free agent. That meant 
no posting fee; thus, Akiyama would be 
affordable. 


“This offseason we made a list of things we 

wanted to do: Improving on-base was one 
of them. Improving the outfield defense 
was one,” Williams said. “So here you've got 
a player who checks two pretty important 
boxes. | should say one of the others was that 
leadership, edge. He’s a guy that was captain 
of his team. He’s been to the postseason. 
He’s won a lot of individual awards. So he 
checked a bunch of boxes.” 


You could read Akiyama’s bio and see he, 
indeed, checked those boxes. His career 
on-base percentage over nine seasons in 
Japan was .376 — and was at least .385 in the 
last five seasons. He won the Pacific League 
equivalent of a Gold Glove six times. 


But the Reds wanted to do their due diligence. 


“Fidler and our scouts saw Akiyama play over 
100 games,” Williams said. “They saw him 
over a period, became very familiar with 
him, his reputation, his clubhouse demeanor. 
We were able to crosscheck him. Guys like 
Chris Buckley, Terry Reynolds went across 
the pond and saw him play. So we had a lot 
of history.” 


The Reds had tried to land Shohei Ohtani. 
They made a 12-minute video that introduced 
Ohtani to Cincinnati, the Reds organization 
and made the club’s pitch. They made a 
pitch book in Japanese and English with 
information and graphics to try to convince 
Ohtani that the Reds were a fit. 


It turned out to be a wasted effort. 


“| don’t think we ever had a chance because 
he made up his mind he wanted to play on 
the West Coast,” Williams said. “But going 
through the process of recruiting him—we 
put together a lot of materials for that—we 
were able to leverage that when we decided 
to go after Akiyama.” 


The Reds went at Akiyama the same way. The 
club was the first to meet with him at Winter 
Meetings. It went well, but... 


“It’s the player's decision,” general manager 
Nick Krall said. “When you're a free agent, 
you can go wherever you want. | think it 
helped that we went through it with Ohtani. 
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We could look at what we did well and what 
we could do better. We could make the pitch 
a little better and go down a different path. 
It definitely helped us. To what extent, | 
don’t know. The player made the decision for 
themselves and their family.” 


Akiyama agreed to three-year deal, and the 
Reds had their first Japanese player in the 
franchise’s 151-year history. 


For an organzation like the Reds that honors 
team history, it was largely coincidence that 
the Reds are the last team in Major League 
Baseball to have a Japanese player. 


“The signing was more driven by that it was 
a fit,” Williams said. “It was a bonus that we 
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had not had a Japanese player. | know that 
was part of our pitch to him: ‘Hey, you've got 
an opportunity to set your own legacy and be 
the first player here in a historic franchise.’ 
So it all came together.” 


Cincinnati was about to get a lesson in how 
passionate Japanese fans are about baseball. 
Akiyama’s introductory press conference 
went off like a made-for-T V event, which was 
fitting because 21 members of the Japanese 
media from 11 different outlets came to 
Cincinnati to cover it. 


It was the biggest press gathering to 
introduce a player since 2000 when Ken 
Griffey Jr. joined his hometown Reds. 
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“| think now that Shogo has got the jersey 
on and he’s got the hat, the contract is 
signed, it’s now safe to say it’s officially 
Sho Time,” Williams said at the start of the 
press conference. 


Williams’ remarks were translated 
into Japanese. Akiyama smiled when he 
heard them. 


After the question-and-answer session, 
Akiyama headed out to the stands for more 
photos with his wife, Akaya, and two sons, 
5-year-old Fumtya and 3-year-old Yuya. 


“It’s really beautiful scenery here,” Akiyama 
said. “I feel like this is going to be a great 
place for me to play.” 


Then Akiyama headed back to Japan. 


He came back a changed man—in one way. 


“From that press conference until he arrived 
at Spring Training, which would have been 
a period of six weeks, it was already pretty 
noticeable of how much English he had 
picked up,” Williams said. “lt was clear he 
was making an effort to come over here and 
make a good first impression. 


“My wife met him through the interpreter 
and he said: ‘I love it. | love it.’ | really think 
he feels connected to these teammates, 
and the language barrier has been less than 


| thought.” 


Akiyama greets teammates, staff and the 
Cincinnati media in English. He’s friendly 
and outgoing. But learning English is a 
process. 


“Pm not at the level where | can keep a 
conversation going,” Akiyama said. “I try to 
pick up words | can understand.” 


Akiyama’s constant companion with 
the Reds is Luke Shinoda. He serves as 
Akiyama’s translator and Japanese media 
contact. Twenty-three members of the 
Japanese media covered Akiyama’s spring 
opener. Four to six were expected to travel 
and cover him during the season until media 
limitations were instituted due to the virus. 


Dio Oshimizu of NHK, the Japanese 
national network, is assigned to Akiyama on 


a daily basis. 
“Any kind of update, any kind of small 


information, the Japanese people love to 
hear it,” Oshimizu said. “They want to know 
every single detail about the players. People 
consider him an elite player in Japan. He’s 
left marks during the WBC (World Baseball 
Classic). He’s a big name back there in Japan. 
Because he’s a position player who plays 
every day in center field, there are high 
expectations.” 
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The Reds were prepared for the arrival of 
Akiyama as far as the media. 


“We knew what it was coming in,” Krall 
said. “You know what you're going to get. 
With Japanese players, you get the Japanese 
media impact. It’s very big to cover guys. We 
think it’s great. | don’t think it’s good or bad. 
It’s ‘hey, we've got to make sure we have 
enough space.’ That’s why the tent’s here.” 


Akiyama spoke to the media every day that 
he played in spring. That’s a rarity. Players 
typically talk to the media a couple of times 
a spring. Akiyama takes his media obligations 
seriously. He does something you rarely see 
from an American player. After Shinoda 
translated a question for this story, Akiyama 
sat and digested it for maybe 20 seconds or 
so before he answered. 


“He’s very thoughtful with the Japanese 
media as well,” Oshimizu said. 
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Akiyama has fit in with his new club as well as can be expected given the language barrier. 


“He’s come into a completely different culture, a completely different team, a completely 
different league. A lot new for him, and he’s fit right in,” manager David Bell said. “He’s 
really made himself comfortable. It says so much about who he is. He’s already picked up a 
lot of English. 


“From everything, | can tell—and | talk to him about everyday life stuff—he seems to be doing 
very well in all that. To me, that’s the most important thing.” 


Said Akiyama: “My teammates have been great. The environment is good. It motivates me 


every day.” 
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Akiyama has had to get used to a new 
training regiment. 


“The one thing | did notice is that in Japan we 
don’t practice and play a game on the same 
day,” he said. “Once the games start, it’s only 
the games for a full month. That’s the biggest 
difference so far.” 


The Reds have tried a lot of innovation in 
the last couple of years. Technology has 
become a huge part of training. Bringing 
the Japanese perspective to the organization 
wasn’t a factor in signing Akiyama, but the 
Reds are open to his way of doing things. 


“| think it will go both ways because we have 
players that are interested and open to ideas,” 
Williams said. “Guys like Michael Lorenzen 
go to Trevor Bauer and say ‘why do you do 
what you do?’ | think the way Joey Votto and 
Jesse Winker operate, they're curious. We 
do have a different season than they have 
and a little bit different schedule, so he may 
gravitate more to our style of training. But | 
think the idea exchange will go both ways.” 


Bell was impressed with Akiyama from the 
start of Spring Training. 


“You can see the experience,” Bell said. “You 
can see the instincts in the outfield. He’s a 
confident player. He’s had a lot of success 
in his career, and it’s showing up already. 
Offensively, he can hit. You can just tell by 
the way he approaches his at-bats. He’s going 
to put the bat on the ball and make contact. 


“He’s preparing for those games like they're 
regular-season games. He’s watching video 
of the pitchers. There’s a lot of preparation 
because he doesn’t want to be underprepared. 
That says a lot about who he is.” 


That preparation carried into the summer 
as Akiyama stayed in California where he 
awaited the season to get underway. He kept 
plenty busy, working out three hours a day 
for five days a week, doing everything from 
hitting and playing catch to lifting, biking and 


core exercises. 


“Physically, right when Spring Training was 
suspended, | started my training schedule 
just to treat it as if it’s an offseason, and so 
I’ve been ramping up as I’ve been expecting 
the season to resume soon,” Akiyama told 
JAPAN Forward in late May. “Mentally, 
| thought the season would resume right 
away, so l’ve been motivated most of the 
time. But now since it’s been so long, it’s 
been harder to keep the motivation going 
throughout this period.” 


With a shortened season announced in late June, 
the motivation returned and so has baseball. 


Finally, it’s Sho Time.

Located on the winding banks of the Ohio 
River in downtown Cincinnati, Great 
American Ball Park serves as the home of the 
Cincinnati Reds, baseball's first professional 
franchise. The ballpark officially opened on 
March 31, 2003, making 2020 its 18th big- 


league season. 


While its location provides for breathtaking 
views of the riverfront, northern Kentucky 
landscape and downtown Cincinnati, Great 
American Ball Park also pays tribute to the 
Reds’ rich history. Crosley Terrace statues 
depict Reds legends Ted Kluszewski, Ernie 
Lombardi, Joe Nuxhall and Frank Robinson, 
while a bronze likeness of Johnny Bench 
stands outside the Reds Hall of Fame and 
Museum. A Joe Morgan statue was unveiled 
out front in 2013 to honor the Hall of Fame 
second baseman and was accompanied by a 
statue of his Big Red Machine teammate and 
fellow Hall of Famer Tony Perez in 2015. And 
in 2017, Pete Rose joined his teammates with 
a statue of his own, rounding out the “Big 
Four” statues from the Big Red Machine 
series. Famous-dates banners along Johnny 
Bench Way also remind fans of many historic 
moments in club history. Inside the park, 
the Italian-marble mosaics, the “toothbrush” 
light towers, Power Stacks, Bootleggers 
fagade, and the Sun/Moon Deck are just a 
handful of features that give this modern 
marvel a truly historic influence. 


In addition to these nostalgic touches, 
Great American Ball Park boasts a number 
of modern amenities to enhance the fan 
experience. In-game features come to life on 
the high-definition video boards in left and 
right field and display systems throughout 
the ballpark. A giant video wall greets fans 
as they enter through the Crosley Terrace 
gates, while clubs, renovated suites and 
other unique hospitality areas provide guests 
with luxurious surroundings. Additions in 
recent years include the Walt’s Hitching 
Post Outpost Bar, the Handlebar Terrace 
and Laura’s Lean Bullpen Decks, along with 
the Boone County Bourbon Press Club and 
TriHealth Family Zone debuting in 2020.

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Baseball and the press have been inextricably 
linked since the exploits of the 1869 Red 
Stockings were chronicled by the game’s first 
beat writer, Harry M. Millar, a scribe whose 
colorful prose brought the club’s dominance of 
the early game to life. These columns proved 
essential to the Red Stockings becoming 
the team that made baseball famous and 
connected readers to what was happening 
across the country both on and off the field. 


Since that time, a host of writers have built 
upon that legacy, documenting the game in 
distinct and powerful terms that have given 
baseball a language all its own. It was through 
their words that baseball transcended sport to 
become an essential element of the fabric of 
America. This august collection of wordsmiths 
created the lens through which millions of 
fans experienced the game. And it is in their 
writing that the game’s greatest players and 
unforgettable moments became generational 
touchstones — markers that came to symbolize 
the eras and events that defined the nation. 
The influence the working press wielded was 
well-rewarded as they were accorded the best 
vantage point at every game. These spaces 
offered an unobstructed view of the field that 
was accessible only to members of their most 
exclusive club. 


From 2003 through the end of the 2019 
season, this club congregated in the space. 
This esteemed group maintains its prominent 
role in documenting the national pastime, 
but the Great American Ball Park Press 
Box they once called home has become the 
Press Club. Then as now, it is a space that 
offers unparalleled views and an experience 
like no other.

BALLPARKS THROUGH THE YEARS 


UNION GROUNDS (1869-70) 


Union Grounds served as the first home 
of baseball’s original professional team. 


The park was located near the area now 
occupied by the Museum Center in the 
Union Terminal train station. Anchored by a 
grandstand called “Grand Duchess,” the park 
could seat up to 4,000 fans. 


AVENUE GROUNDS (1876-79) 


The Reds headed two miles north from Union 
Grounds to erect Avenue Grounds, which 
featured a grandstand that could seat up to 
3,000 fans. The ballpark was approximately 
four miles from the heart of the city’s 
population, so horse-drawn streetcars 
and trains were a popular way to travel to 


the park. 


BANK STREET GROUNDS 
(1880-83) 


The Reds moved closer to the city with the 
opening of Bank Street Grounds prior to the 
1880 season. The ballpark was located on the 
north side of Bank Street, south of Western 
Avenue and just west of McLean Avenue, 
and could seat up to 4,000 fans. Innovative 
scoreboard features included players’ names 
and out-of-town scores. 


LEAGUE PARK (1884-1901) 
Originally called American Park (in 


reference to Cincinnati’s membership in 
the American Association), the park was 
renamed League Park (in reference to the 
National League) in 1890. The park featured 
a covered grandstand with leather-cushioned 
seats and open seats along the first- and 
third-base sides.

PALACE OF THE FANS (1902-11) 


Following a major fire, the Reds rebuilt the main grandstand of League Park in 1902. Today, 
baseball historians refer to the updated facility as Palace of the Fans. The park featured an 
illustrious grandstand with pillars and columns carved by hand, as well as 19 fashion boxes (much 
like opera boxes) and inexpensive field-level seating. 


REDLAND/CROSLEY FIELD (1912-70) 


Originally named Redland Field and renamed in 1934, 
Crosley Field was the first Reds ballpark to feature a 
double-decked grandstand. The facility, located at the 
corner of Western Avenue and Findlay Street, was the site 
of baseball’s first night game and hosted Cincinnati's first 
World Series Championship team. 


RIVERFRONT STADIUM/CINERGY FIELD 
(1970-2002) 

The Cincinnati Reds shared Riverfront Stadium 
with the NFLs Cincinnati Bengals until 1999. 
The multipurpose stadium, which could seat 
approximately 56,000 fans, was considered state- 
of-the-art upon its opening in June 1970. The 
facility hosted five pennant winners and three 


World Series Championship teams. 


GREAT AMERICAN BALL PARK 
(2003-PRESENT) 
On July 7, 2000, Great American Insurance 


Company, one of the oldest insurance companies 
in the United States, and the Cincinnati Reds, 
America’s first professional baseball team, joined 
forces by announcing a 30-year agreement under 
which the new home of the Reds would be called 
Great American Ball Park. The facility, with room 
for more than 42,000 fans, opened in 2003 and 
includes a variety of seating and dining options and 
an array of historical elements scattered throughout. Installed in 2009 were Daktronics high- 
definition 16-mm video display systems which included a videoboard in left field, a fascia board 
in the outfield and along the baselines, an out-of-town scoreboard in left and MLB standings 
in right. In 2015, a second HD videoboard was installed in right field. For 2020, the Reds 
have made upgrades across the board. A high-definition 13-mm HDR video display system 
was installed, including a new and improved 215-foot-by-40-foot main videoboard in left 
field. A videoboard was also added to the Batter’s Eye. Plus, the scoring system was replaced 
with Scorepad which provides in-game, season and career stats along with statcast data and 
advanced statistics.

In 2010, the Reds moved their Spring 
Training and player development operations 
to the west Phoenix, Arizona, suburb 


of Goodyear. 


The club made the move from Sarasota, 


Florida, where it had trained since 1998. 
In addition to the Spring Training and player 


development operations, Goodyear serves 
as the summer home for the Reds’ rookie 
Arizona League affiliate. 


Spring Training games are played at nearby 
Goodyear Ballpark, a facility the Reds share 
with the Cleveland Indians. 


On July 14, 2008, the Reds and the City of 
Goodyear finalized the terms on a binding 
use agreement that paved the way for the 
team to move its Spring Training facilities 


there in 2010. 


The agreement includes a 20-year lease that 
began in 2010 and two five-year team options. 


The Reds broke ground on their new spring 
training complex on November 17, 2008. 


The Reds’ Player Development Complex 
on South Wood Boulevard includes a 
44,000-square foot clubhouse, six full practice 
fields, two half fields and an agility field. 


The main ballpark seats more than 10,300 
fans, including 500 premium box seats,

+ Provides young people from underserved and diverse communities with 
the opportunity to play baseball and softball, encourage academic success, 
and teach the value of teamwork. 

+ In 2019, players were selected to compete in the MLB Commissioner’s 
Cup (baseball) and Jennie Finch Classic (softball) during the All-Star 
break in July.
